To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council, 
Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1940.  In  Circular  2341  (Wales)  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  have 
requested  that  the  Council  will  direct  that  the  Annual  Report  be  again 
oropared  on  the  linos  as  indicated  in  Circular  2067  (Wales)  dated  19th  July, 
*1940. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  careful  preservation  of  all  records 
including  the  statistics  to  be  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General.  It  is 
intended  that  at  the  termination  of  the  War  these  records  will  be  recorded. 

The  year  under  review  has,  as  a result  of  the  war  seen  many  changes  in 
tho  working  of  the  Health  Department,  although  some  sections  of  the  work 
such  os  Housing  Inspection,  Inspection  of  Slaughtering  otc.,  have  been  very 
largely  suspended.  Many  now  duties  have  had  to  bo  dealt  with,  such  as. 
Evacuation  of  Mothers  with  Children,  and  Unaccompanied  School  Children,  Air 
Rhid  Casualty  Services,  Hostels  for  Evacuated  Children,  Mortuary  and  Burial 
Squads,  and  the  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Salvage. 

There  has  been  a substantial  incrcaso  in  the  population,  owing  to  tho 
influx  of  official  and  unofficial  evacuees  and  consequently  one  was  conccrnod 
as  to  tho  possible  effects  of  any  outbreak  of  infectious  discaso.  Fortunate 
ly  this  has  not  beon  tho  case,  and  the  health  of  the  population  has  boon 
maintained  at  a remarkably  high  levol.  The  rationing  of  foodstuff  does  not 
appear  to(  have  had  any  adverse  effoct.  This,  no  doubt,  has  boon  largely 
brought  about,  at  any  rate  in  the  case  of  tho  children,  by  the  incroaso  in 
the  amount  of  milk  in  tho  schools  and  infant  clinics.  Tho re  has,  however, 
bocn  a deficiency  in  tho  source  of  supply  of  fresh  fruit  and  vegetables,  and 
this  may  in  the  future  "bo-  a causo  for  anxioty  regarding  the  well -being  of 
tho  younger  generation*)

(*)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Ambulance  for  cases  of  infectious  diseases  is  running  quite  satisfactor- 
ily, but  its  age  is  making  it  very  much  out  of  date  and  the  comfort  of  tho 
patients  is  not  of  tho  best  . It  should,  however,  remain  in  operation  for  the 
duration  of  the  war. 

Ambulance  Services  for  Air-Raid  Casualties. 

Four  ambulances  have  been  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  service  i-’-'V  ' 
tho  Air  Raid  Precautions  Casualty  Services©  The  vehicles  are  quite 
satisfactory  and  one  is  situated  at  each  of  the  following  parts  of  your

Whitchurch*  Rhiwbina,  Radyr,  Dinas  Powis*  Tho  southern  portion  of  your  area 
comes  within  the  Barry  Report  Centre  and  any  ambulance  that  is  required  would 
ho  supplied  from  Barry  A*R8  P,  Service® 

A number  of  cars  for  sitting  cases  have  been  provided  voluntarily  and  are 
based  at  the  various  Depots*  Fortunately*  the  necessity  for  calling  on  these 
ambulances  owing  to  air  raid  casualties  has  been  very  limiteds 

(c)  Nursing  in  tho  Homo,, 

District  Nurses  have  their  centres  at  tho  following  places  and  serve  the 
surrounding  areas  • Pontyrch,  St»  Fagans*  Rhoose,  Peter ston-s-Ely,  East 
Aberthaw.  In  most  cases  a car  has  been  provided  for  the  nurse,  Tho 
valuable  work  of  these  nurses  is  much  appreciated  by  the  residents  in  the  area 
and  should  be  given  every  encouragement* 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics* 

Cases  of  tuberculosis  and  suspected  tuberculosis  are  referred  for  exam- 
ination to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association 
and  in  the  main  are  seen  at  the  Centre  at  Cathedral  Road*  Some  cases  attend 
at  Pontypridd  and  Barry*  ^he  Tuberculosis  Physicians  also  at  times  visit 
cases  in  their  homos  and  advise  as  to  treatment. 

Venereal  Disease* 

Definite  and  suspected  cases  are  referred  to  the  Centro  at  Clossop  Terrace* 
near  the  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary*  and  at  tho  Public  Health  Centre,,  Woodland 
Rd,  Barry  Dock* 

(e)  Hospitalse 

The  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary  receives  cases  which  have  been  referred  from 
your  Clinics,  These  have  been  largely  out-patient  attendances*  - for  the 
correction  of  defective  vision,  ear,  nose  and  throat  complaints*  circumcision, 
skin  diseases  etc.  Cases  of  an  orthopaedic  nature  are  sent  to  the  Prince 
of  Wales  Hospital  and  there  is  no  delay  in  a child  receiving  treatment,  in  a 
number  of  cases  the  splint  or  appliances  have  been  supplied  within  one  week 
of  the  child  being  seen?  This  is  a .tremendous  advantage,  as  so  many  of  these 
cases  which  occur  in  infancy  a.re  cured  before  the  child  is  one  year  old* 


Maternity  Services, 

Ante  and  post  natal  Clinics  are  now  established  at  the  School  Room  of 
the  Tabernacle  Methodist  Chapel,  Merthyr  Rd,  Whitchurch,  and  at  your  own 
clinic  premises  at  Dinas  Powis  and  Rhoose*  The  Clinic  at  Whitchurch  is  held 
weekly  on  a Friday  afternoon  and  at  Dinas  Powis  and  Rhoose  fortnightly  on  a 
Wednesday  and  Monday  afternoon  respectively*  The  Clinics  held  at  Dinas  Powis 
and  Rhoose  are  held  before  the  Infant  Welfare  sessions* 

These  Clinics  are  conducted  by  Dr*  Bryneilen  Griffiths  and  the  attendances 
have  been  satisfactory  although  every  endeavour  will  be  made  to  encourage  more 
of  the  mothers  to  attend* 

In  some  districts  there  is  still  a good  deal  of  propoganda  work  to  be  done 
in  order  to  make  the  mothers  "clinic-minded"  * 


A certain  number  :?  evacuee  expectant  mothers  have  come  into  tho 
district  and  all  these  have  beon  visited  and  encouraged  to  avail  themselves  of  . 
all  the  clinic  services.  The  invitations  have  met  with  ready  response,  as 
most  of  tho  mothers  have  come  from  areas  where  they  have  been  accustomed  to 
attending  Clinics  and  they  have  thoreforo  taken  advantage  of  your  services. 

Institutional  provision  for  Mothers  and  Children® 

These  arrangements  are  the  same  as  have  been  described  in  my  previous 
reports*  ^he  numbers  of  mothers  now  referred  to  Hospital  is  kept  as  low  as 
possible,  however,  as  a result  of  a request  having  been  received  from  the  City.

The  evacueo  mothers  are  as  far  as  possible  dealt' -with  on  similar  lines  as 
the  ordinary  mothers  in  vour  district,  but  at  does  appear  that  where  an  evacuee 
mother  is  billeted  it  is  not  very  often  possible  for  the  confinement  to  take 
place  in  the  billet,  and  ^consequently  a number  of  these  cases  have  been 
referred  to  Hospital,  "Where  there  are  other  children  belonging  to  the  evacuee 
mothers,  arrangements  are  made  for  these  children  during  the  mothers*  stay  in

She  will  be  missed  by  a 
large  section  of  the  population  who  looked  to  her  for  guidance  and  advice.

As  mentioned  in  my  last  year's  report  the  difficulty  of  transport  due  to 
the  War  has  made  it  more  difficult  for  your  nurses  to  get  about  their  districts 
and  consequently,  both  your  Health  Visitors  have  now  provided  themselves  with 
cars.  This  should  be  a great  advantage  and  the  number  of  visits  to  homes  for 
all  purposes  should  be  materially  increased. 

Infant  Lifo  Prot e cjfcion. 

The  number  of  cases  under  this  heading  is  three.  Periodical  visits  have 
been  made  to  the  homes  of  theso  cases,  and  at  all  times  the  conditions  have 
been  satisfactory.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  proceedings  under 
the  Aot  during  the  year. 


Arrangements  for  dental  cases,. 

Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  .and  infants  who  aro  in  need  of  dental 
treatment  are  referred  to  the  dental  Clinics  of  the  Glo„morgan  County  Council, 
In  a number  of  cases  the  distances  which  they  have  to  travel  and  also  the 
infrequency  of  the  clinics  deter  some  from  taking  advantage  of  the  treatment 
and  consequently  in  a number  of  cases  they  prefer  to  go  to  the  Dsrt  1 ..•h  nearer 
at  hand.  As  pointed  out  in  my  last  yearv s Report,  appointment- j are  therefore 
made  for  quite  a number  of  casos  who  fail  to  keep  then.  Tnic  is  a great  pity 
as  it  moans  a loss  to  tho  patnont  and  also  a wastago  of  tho  Dental  Officer's 
time.

As  mentioned  earlier  in  the  Report  the  facilities  for  the  infants  whe 
require  orthopa.edic  treatment  are  most  adequate  and  although  there  \70ro  vory 


few  cases  of  a serious  nature-,  a number  of  defects  were  detected  in  the  very  ea  rly 
stages  which  obviates  the  deformity  becoming  more  marked  and  consequently  more  serious. 
The  great  majority,  are  so  successfully '-dealt  with  that  they  are  cured  before  the.  infant 
commences  school.  Where  a child  is- still  under  treatment  when  he  attains  school  age 
the  necessary  information  is  sent  to  the  School  Medical  Offioer#  so  that  there  shall 
be  no  interruption  in  the  treatment.

Circular  2053  (Wales ) was  received  from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  from 
which  it  appeared  that  the  Ministry  of  Food  had  decided  as  a measure  of  war- 
time food  policy  to  institute  a national  scheme  for  the  supply  of  milk  either 
free  or  cheap  to  all*!  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  fivo  years 
of  age.  I ' ■ 

The  schome  is. ^administered  by  specially  appointed  Divisional  Milk  Officers 
and  Milk  Officers  * - / > 

One  pint  of  liquid  milk,  or-,  in  special  circumstances,  for  children  undor  one 
year  of  age  an  equivalent  amount  of  dried  milk,  is  supplied  daily  to  each  member 
of  thoso  classes  on  whose  hehalf  proper  application  is  made.  The  price  to  be 
paid  will  normally  be  2d  per  pint  and  milk  at  this  price  is'  available  to  all 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  five  year's  of  age.  A free 
supply  is  made  if  the  joint  income  of  the  persons  falls  below  40/-  por  wool: 
together  with  6/-  for  each' non- earning  dependant.  The  scheme  actually  came 
into  operation  on  1st  July,  1940.  In  the  case  of  .the  National  Dried  Milk,  the 
request  for  this  has  mot  been  as  great  as  might  have  been  anticipated.  This  Is 
probably  due  to  the  fact  that  other  dried  milks  are  available  and  where  a mother 


has  already  brought  up  a number  of  children  satisfactorily  on  a particular 
brand  of  milk,  she  shows  a preference  for  the  article  with  which  she  knows  fron 
experience  she  was  satisfied.  Further,  I do  not  consider  that  sufficient 
publicity  kas  been  given  to  the  National  Dried  Milk  by  advertisement,  and 
another  disadvantage  was  that  there  was  no  half-cream  National  Milk 'available#

SECTION  C, 

SATOMY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  ‘/THE  AREA.. 


Water 


Close  supervision  has  been  paid  to  water  supplies  throughout  tho  Area, 
quarterly-  samples  being  taken  of  all  public  supplies.  Samplos  wore  also' 
regularly,  taken  of  those  private  supplies  serving  a number  of  the  population  and 
also,  in  certain  cases,  private  wells  serving  only  one  family.  Details  of  the 
results  obtained  are  contained  in  the  following  tables. 

Samples  of  water  taken  during  the  second  quarter  of  the  year  at  Waterloo 
Row,  Rudry,  gave  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  and  chemioal  results.  Residents 
dependant  on  this  water  complained  of  the  poor  pressure  and  discolouration  of  the 
supply  and  representations  were  made  to  tho  Council  to  consider  the  provision  of 
a new  source  of  supply  in  that  part  of  the  district  served  by  the  above-mentioned 
mains.  Negotiations  were  entered  into  with  a local  firm  of  tinplate  manufacturers 
who  were  provided  with  a satisfactory  mains  supply  with  a viow  to  a connection 
being  made,  but  it  was  found  upon  investigation  that  tho  pressure  of  water  was 
inadequate  to  rjeet  both  the  needs  of  the  works  and  the  district.  Large  storage 
tanks  would  have  to  be  installed  at  suitable  levels  which, .it  was  felt,  would 
necessitate  incurring  uneconomic  expenditure.  Having  regard  to  the  present 
circumstances,  the  Council  decided  to  defer  consideration  of  the  matter  for  the 
time  being  and  gave  instructions  to.  keep  the.,  existing  supply  under  ■ constant 
supervision,  I am';plea$ed  to  report  that  subsequent  samples  showed  improv  ement  • 
Where  unsatisfactory  results  were  obtained  from  public  wells,  attention  was 
given  to  cleansing,  limewashing,  and  sealing  from  surfane  contamination. 

With  regard  to  private  main  Supplies,  results  indicated  that  tho  private  supply 
of  the  Wingfield  Estate  to  Croigiau  was  not  being  efficiently  chlorinated  and 
repairs  were  carried  out  to  the  plant.  Samples  afterwards  proved  satisfactory.

Difficulties  have  arisen 
in  connection  with  the  cleansing  of  the  latter,  owing  to  the  .shortage  of  con- 
tractors able  to  carry  out  this  class  of  work  and  consideration  was  given  to 
the  question  of  the  Council  extending  the  service  to  all  parts  of  the  District , 
subject  to  the  necessary  appliances  and  vehicles  being  procured.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  has  been  no  extension  of  sewerage,  there 
has  been  no  substantial  change  from  the  conservancy  to  the  water  oarriage 
system. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND'  SALVAGE. 

As  a result  of  the  inauguration  of  a salvage  scheme,  the  whole  question 
of  house  refuse  collection  was  considered  and  new  arrangements  put  into  oper- 
ation, whereby  collections  in  all  scavenging  areas  are  now  made  only  once  a 
we^k.'this  meant  a reduction  in  the  number  of  collections  in  the  Ti/hitohuroh 
parish  of  from  two  to  one  and  in  Radyr  and  Dinas  Powis  from  three  to  one  per 
week.  At  the  same  time  a salvage  soheme  was  commenced  under  which  the 
contractors  for  Whitchurch  (part  of)  and  Dinas  Powis  undertook  to  make  a week- 
ly collection  • that  portion  of  the  Whitchurch  Parish  an  which  the  Council fs 
freighter  operated  being  salvaged  by  that  vehicle  also  weekly.  Pranises  at 
Norman  Road,  Whitchurch,  were  acquired  for  sorting,  packing,  and  baling,  and 
collections  commenced  on  4th  April,  1940,*  This  meant  the  employment  of  a 
number  of  men  and  youths  to  sort  and  paok  the  collected  material*  As  a result 
of  Government  legislation  requiring  the  collection  of  salvage  throughout  the 
whole  district,  arrangements  were  made  wherreby  "the  more  rural  portions  of  the 
area  were  visited  once  every  three  -we^ks,  a 30-cwt  l-err^y Jbo-ing  purchased  for 
this  purpose.  After  a canvass  of  the  District  had  been  carri^Lout,  the  new

HOUSING. 


No  new  properties  have  been  reported  this  year  and  efforts  have  been 
directed  to  securing  completion  of  those  properties  where  repairs  are  outstand- 
ing. Shortage  of  materials,  labour  and  other  factors  arising  from  war  conditions 
have  proved  obstacles  in  this  connection  and  as  the  Council's  remedy  of  demolition 
in  default  of  the  execution  of  owners*  undertakings  to  recondition  has  been 
suspended,  methods  of  persuasion  rather  than  coercion  have  had  to  be  adopted, 
but  these  have  not  always  had  the  desired  effecto

War  conditions  having  increased  the  amount  of  land  under  cultivation  have 
added  to  the  labour  difficulties  in  and  around  the  farm.  Having  regard  to  the 
shortage  of  farm  labourers  this  has  inevitably  resulted  in  somewhat  lowering 
the  standards  in  methods  of  sterilisation  and  general  cleanliness.  There  has 
beon  very  little  structural  improvements  to  milking  sheds  during  the  year. 

Milk  & Dairies  Act, 1926 . 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  a Cowkeeper  and  Dairyman  for  using 
premises  which  were  unregistered  for  the  purpose  of  milking  cows,  in  contravent 
of  Article  7 of  the  above  mentioned  Order,  also,  for  failing  to  provide  and  use 
a clean  damp  cloth  for  the  cleansing  of  udders  and  teats  of  cows  before  milking 
as  required  by  Article  23  (ii).  Fines  amounting  to  £5.  7.  0 were  imposed  on  the 
offender. 


Moat  and  other  Foods. 

Five  licensed  and  one  registered  slaughterhouse  continued  to  operate  in 
your  District  but  the  advent  of  centralised  slaughtering  in  January,  1940, 
brought  slaughtering  to  an  end  at  these  premises. 

One  sheep* s liver  was  destroyed  on  account  of  fluke  and  one  pig*s  lung 
was  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis. 


SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  practical  use  made  of  the  No.  2 Block  (cubicles)  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  has  been  of  very  great  value  during  the  year.  It  was  especially 
useful  in  the  cases  of  Evacuee  Children,  At  some  periods,  children  had  to  be 
admitted  suffering  from  diseases  which  are  not  usually  admitted  owing  to 
difficulties  arising  in  connection  with  the  billets. 

On  the  arrival  of  one  group  of  evacuees,  it  was  found  that  there  were 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Chicken-Pox,  Whooping-Cough,  and.  Scabies  etO/, 

Fortunately,  the  number  of  succeeding  cases  were  limited. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was 
389,  as  against  213  for  1939,  of  which  Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  65  as  against 
76  for  the  previous  year  and  Diphtheria  3 6 as  against  65.  This  increase  was 
due  to  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  being  made  notifiable  in  Ootober,  1939. 

Ten  cases  of  Cerebro-spinal-meningiti s were  notified. 

A number  of  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  from  a military  camp  in  your 
area,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Military  Authority  I paid  several  visits  to  the 
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20. 

canp  and.  certain  investigations  we rd  carried  out  at  the  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  the  organism  responsible  was  an  atypical  dysentery  bacilli.  There  was 
one  death  amongst  the  early  cases. 

Artificial  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 


Owing  to  the  pressure  of  work  in  other  directions  the  number  of  cases  which  have 
received  Dipntheria  Immunisation  has  not  been  as  many  as  in  previous  years. 

All  cases  whicn  sought  treatment  received  it,  but  the  requests  were  not  very 
numerous,  xhe  Prophylactic  used  has  been  supplied  by  Messrs,  Burroughs  Wellcome 
'g  Co.,  The  first  injection  was  one  of  O.lcc  and  after  fourteen  days  a second 
injection  of  0.5cc.  ho  severe  reactions  were  noted  and  there  were  no  complications,

The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  the  total  tuberculosis 
deaths  is  very  small. 

In  all  cases  of  death  from  tuberculosis  which  have  not  been  previously 
notified  the  practitioners  are  written  to  asking  for  an  explanation  of  the 
reason  for  non-notification  and  this  is  usually  satisfactory. 

When  notification  was  received  that  evacuee  mothers  and  children  were  to 
be  received  into  the  area,  instruction  were  given  to  the  Chief  Billeting  Officer 
that  no  evacuees  were  to  bo  billeted  in  houses  where  there  were  cases  of  known 
Tubercu!  os  is. 

More  detailed  attention  has  been  devoted  bjr  the  Health  Visitors  and 
Sanitary  Inspectors  into  visitation  and  disinfection  of  the  rooms  of  tuberculosi 
cases  and  after  removal  of  the  patient  to  Hospital  or  Sanatorium  or  upon  the 
doath  of  the  patient,  disinfection  is  carried  out  as  well  as  disinfection  of  the 
clothing  and  bedding. 

Forms  M235/1  are  regularly  sent  to  the  Tuberculosis  Physician.  Tdvice 
Pamphlets  and  where  necessary  sputum  flasks  are  distributed  to  the  pati-.nts. 

In  conclusion,  I v\rish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council,  the  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department,  and  the  chief  officials  of  the  other  Departments 
for  their  valued  assistance  and  kind  co-operation  throughout  the  year.
